Reciprocity allows a customer to have their driver education, knowledge exam, and skills exam 
requirements for a regular Class-C DL waived if they meet the reciprocity requirements. 

Regular Class C DL 

• Must be a fonner resident from a country with a memorandum of understanding who now 
resides in Texas: 

0 Gennany (Federal Republic of Germany) 

0 France (French Republic) 

0 South Korea (Korea Republic) 

0 Taiwan (Republic of China Taiwan) 

Note: 

Class D Republic of China (ROC) driver licenses may be accepted in exchange for a 
Texas Class C driver license. Beginning July 1, 2013, all Class B ROC licenses are valid 
indefinitely. Licenses issued before this date may carry expiration dates, but are still 
considered valid if authenticated by the Taipei Economic and Cultural Office. 

• Must surrender their DL from their fonner country of residence 
Note: 

If the customer chooses to not surrender the DL from their former country of residence, they 
must meet pass the knowledge and skills exams for a regular Class-C DL. 

Note: 

If the information on the foreign DL is unable to be verified due to a language barrier, the 
applicant must provide a certified translation of the license into English. 

• Must be 18 years of age or older 

• Must pass the vision exam 
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• Must present satisfactory proof of identity 

• Must present satisfactory proof of either U.S. citizenship or lawful presence 

• Must present satisfactory proof of Texas residency 
Note: 

The customer must have resided in Texas for at least 30 days unless they surrender the valid 
foreign license 

• Must present satisfactory proof of vehicle registration and insurance, if the customer owns a 
vehicle. 

• Must pass a practical exam and/or present medical documentation attesting to physical or 
mental capabilities if there is cause to believe that the applicant is not physically or mentally 
qualified to operate a motor vehicle. 

• Any advance in grade or modifications of any restrictions and endorsements requires 
completion of the appropriate examinations. 


Note: 

Any customers who hold a driver license from any country, other than those with reciprocity 
agreements and Canada, must take all required exams. 

Note: 

Persons presenting a Mexican driver license are subject tot he same exam requirements as those from 
any other country without driver license reciprocity.

Regular Class C or Class M DL 

• Must be a fonner resident of another US state, District of Columbia, US territory, or province 
of Canada 

• Must surrender any valid license(s) issued by another US state, District of Columbia, US 
territory, or province of Canada

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If the customer chooses to not surrender the DL, they must submit a DL-2 

• Must be 18 years of age or older 
Note: 

Customers under 18 years of age are subject to the GDL program and the skills exam may not 
be waived. 

• Must pass the vision exam 

• Must present satisfactory proof of identity 

• Must present satisfactory proof of either U.S. citizenship or lawful presence 

• Must present satisfactory proof of Texas residency 
Note: 

The customer must have resided in Texas for at least 30 days unless they surrender the valid 
foreign license 

• Must present satisfactory proof of vehicle registration and insurance, if the customer owns a 
vehicle. 

• Must pass a practical exam and/or present medical documentation attesting to physical or 
mental capabilities if there is cause to believe that the applicant is not physically or mentally 
qualified to operate a motor vehicle.

License reciprocity requirements list, diplomats A or G 
visa/Department of State 

Reciprocity allows a customers to have their knowledge and skills exams waived for any equivalent 
or lower class DL if they meet the reciprocity requirements. 

All DL 

• Must provide their A or G visa 

• Must present a letter from the Department of State that they are not eligible for a Department of 
State license 

Note: 

A customer without a letter of ineligibility must be referred to the Department of State 

• Must submit satisfactory proof of Texas residency; however, they are not required to meet the 
minimum residency requirement of 30 days 

• Exams for the US Department of State are conducted by DL personnel without a fee for the 
issuance of a Department of State driver license. This may include vision, knowledge, or skills 
exams. 

0 Unless the State Department provides the exams, Texas DL exams are administered. 

0 Record the exam results on the forms provided by the State Department that the customer 
should have with them.

Reciprocity allows a customer who has a valid US military driver license to have their skills exam for 
any equivalent or lower class DL waived if they meet the reciprocity requirements. 

All DL 
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An applicant with a valid US military or US armed forces license: 

• Must pass the vision exam 

• Must pass the knowledge exam 

• Is not required to take a skills exam 

• Any advance in grade or modifications of any restrictions and endorsements requires 
completion of the appropriate examinations. 

License reciprocity requirements list, NATO 

Reciprocity allows a customer to have the knowledge and skills exams for any equivalent or lower 
class DL waived if they meet the reciprocity requirements. 

All DL 

US agreements with NATO require Texas to extend certain privileges to any NATO military 
personnel or civilian component. 

• Must provide orders confirming their NATO status 
Note: 

NATO reciprocity only applies to military personnel or civilian components. It does not apply 
to spouses or dependents. 

• Must pass the vision exam 

• Must present satisfactory proof of Texas residency; however, they are not required to meet the 
minimum residency requirement of 30 days. 

• Must pay any fees 

• Must take the knowledge and skills exam if applying for an advance in grade or modifying any 
restrictions or endorsements 

Note: 

If the customer is applying for a license of the same or lower class, the knowledge and skills 
exams are not required
